SCENES OF MOURNING IN OTTAWA 


The Body of the Illustrious Statesmen 


Taken from tho Fuiliiinient Buildings 
to St. Allmns* Churcii Whore Serviced 
Were Held—Military and Civic Bodies 
In the Fnneral Cortege—Five-Miniit 
Guns and Tolling Hells.

OlTAW\, Ont, June 10—With all tho 


pomp and ceremony befitting a state fu- 
neral and the distinguished dead, the re- 
mains of the late premier, Sir John A. 
Maddonald. were borne Wednesday after- 
noon from the senate chamber, where they 
had lain in solemn state since Tuesday 
morning, to St. Albans' church, where the 
funeral services were held, and thence to 
the depot where they were placed onboard 
a special train to bear them to Kingston 
for interment. It was a perfect Jnne day. 
A bright sun, tempered by a mild breeze, 
Rhone down upon a city draped in heaviest 
mourning. All the public buildings were 
shrouded in black, flags fluttered at halC- 
ma'.t, and all places of business weie 
closed. 


Scenes of Mourning, 


The last respects of a loving people were 


being paid paid to their great chieftain. 
Prom au early hour Wednesday morning 
a vast crowd thronged the approaches to 
the pailiament buildings and lined tho 
thoroughfares through wlikh the funeral 
cortege would pass 
Everywhere were 


ugns of mourning. The houses along the 
route of the procession were diaped in 
black and in e\ cry manner possible the 
people of the city c\ iuccd tlieir sorrow. In 
the senate chamber rested the casket in 
which reposed the illustrious dead, ar- 
rayed in the glittering uniform of an im- 
perial privy councillor. Around about 
and banked high against the casket word 
the floral tributes, silently testifying to 
the respect and veneration in ubicti the 
dead statesman was held, wlule to the east 
of the catuf.ilque stood a twelve-foot shield 
in black cloth be.iriug ou its center a 
portrait of her m.ijestj draped with eu- 
Bigns. 


The Maich to the Church. 


Shortly after noon the oflicers of state 


and other high diguiturie^, -who were to 
take part in the funeral, liegan to arme. 
Outside tlie military and civic-bodies took 
up the positions assigned to them. The 
governor general and Stan" reached the 
parliament buildings just prior to 1 o'clock 
and all was boon in readiness 1 he casket 
was lifted from its resting place by six 
members of the Dominion police ,iud borne 
out to the hc.irse. The cortege then form- 
ed, and, amid the booming ot five minute 
gnus and the solemn tolling of funeral 
bells, the march to church began. First 
came a squad of Dominion police follow ed 
by a squad of Dragoon giuuds and regi- 
mental bands of music. 


Next came the governor general and 


Btait and a brilliant array of military and 
civil dignitaries. After imposing services 
at St. Albans' church the eoitege proceed- 
ed to the depot, where the body wiusplactd 
on a special train for Kingston, whcie the 
interment took place.

The discovery ot this petroleum dis- 
trict was made in the third year of the 
war by Col. Starke. The oil is so plenti- 
ful that the"Sitiv*s gather it In buckets 
rom the surface and saturate the wood 
,hey burn with it. A well MO feet deep 
flows thirty-five to fifty barrels a day.

HANGED IN EFFIGY. 


Citicens of Oscodn, Mich., Have Na U§« 


for Friedlander. 


OSCODA, Mich., June 10.—Oscoda and 


Au Sable, twin cities in the northern part 
of tie state, and separated only by a small 
river, have always been bitter rivals until 
this year, when Oscoda proposed consoli- 
dation, and a majority of the Au Sable In- 
habitants indorsed the idea. Three or 
four of the large firms opposed the scheme, 
and both sides depended on Senator Fried 
lander. Friedlander made a speech for 
consolidation, and tried to square hlmsell 
by getting his colleagues to vote against 
tho bill. The Osroda common council 
sent Mayor Solomon and $309 down to 
grease the wheels, and about the first thing 
Solomon did on arriving at Lansing was 
to call Fiiedlauder a traitor and bribe- 
taker 


Organized a Parade. 


Solomon told so many stories that none 


were believed. 
The Oscodans became 


heated, however, and organized a monster 
parade against Friedlander, who is said to 
have a scpiaw vv ife besides his white one. 
This mob of 3,000 persons marched to the 
railroad bridge shouting 
"Friedlander, 


bigamist and boodler," and bearing a 
Ftutted figure 
They hung the figure to 


the rafters of the budge and would have 
tarred and feathered Friedlauder had he 
been m the citv.

Short Time to Seek Salety. 


A flat-boat containing several men who 


had hought sjili-ty upon the tops of tieir 
houses w at, capsized, and one of the men 
drow nod. The rush of the waters was so 
rapid .mil unexpected that but few had 
time to seek .safety on the higher lands, 
and It is feared that many people who 
me now missing are drowned. Atxhis 
wiitingitis impossible to ascertain the 
loss of life or the value of property de- 
etrojtd.

The Pone's Financial Afltalrs. 


LONDON, June 10.— A Rome dispatch 


says that considerable excitement prevails 
In regard to the financial affairs of tlie 
pope. It is said that his holiness is not 
satisfied with the examination made by a 
committee of cardinals, and proposes to 
have an expert accountant go through the 
books of the papacy back as far as his oi\ n 
accession to (he papal throne.
